REFERRING to your letter of the 2&th July, 1899, aiiJ previous correspoiidenco 
m connection with the li^liEiiig of the Rd Sea, the observatione of the Board of 'rrade 
on the proposal that a light-ship should be established outside th^ Mokha Shoal ima 
been subinilted to a number of the captains of eceamcra that &ail from Gla^uow on vovnses 
througli the Eod Seoj^and they all express thetnaelves strongly in favour of a light-'iliip in 
place of a lighthouse on the niaiuland. The reasons that have been given in favour of 
the hght-ship arc a$ follows, via, ^ , 

L That a lighthouae on the mainIniid would he about milcF inside the danger, 
while the light-ship wouhl be h&lf a njib uutaldo and dear of it; that owing to the 
tond-storniB and shore haze that prevail on the coast at Mokha during certain seasons of 
the year, the light tram a lighthouse on the malTiland would be often obscured, while 
the light from a light vesstl mooied outside the shoaia would be free from this serinuR 
defect. 

a. I'hiit the fad of there being a iig]n-shij> moored in comparatively deep water 
outside the dangerous shoals would allow iiomewaid-bound steamers to set a oouree with 
confidence Irani the west side of FcHai dhect to tlic light-ship, and in tliis wav the dan¬ 
gerous passaj^e on the east aide of Periui through tlie siuflli Straits of Babnel-iVUindeb 
might be avoided, Homeward-boutid sleamcrs also when passing the Mokhfl iight-sliin 
vvould he able to aet a safe oounie tn the light on the cast side of khov. Ail, and tlms avoid 
the dangerous islet of Mushe-jera^
